A DAY SLEEPER’S. TROUBLES. 


He Sought Rear Rooms Once, but 
Now Takés Front. Ones. 


One New York night worker is perféctly 
content nowadays to sleep in a room 
facing the street and let the children 
scream and shout, the hawkers hawk 
their wares, and the street pianos and 


organs have their spurts of near medoly. 
He used to think the thing to do was to 
find a nice, quiet back room, where ‘he 
would be free from disturbance, and thus 
sleep the morning hours away.

GIVE LAND TOO MUCH WATER. 


Government Experts Have to Save 
’ Tracts Irrigated to Death. Se 


Special to The New York Times. 
“WASHINGTON, June 25.—Irrigation in- 
tended to bring life to desert lands of the 
West has had a contrary effect in some 
places, In fact important work is now 
being done by some Federal officials in 
reclaiming _ tracts on which there has 
been too much irrigation. 

A problem that is being watched with 
great .interest by some of the officials of 
the Soll Investigating Bureau of the Agri- 
cuMural Department has arisen in Utah, 
In Millard, one of the southern counties, 
there is a tract of 6,500 acres, owned by 
the Deseret Irrigation Company, which has 
undertaken to reclaim an immense ared, 
and has erected expensive works for the 
purpose. This tract was once good farm- 
ing land, and while it waa properly irri- 
gated it yielded fine crops. .Those in 
chargé, however, became too gen¢rous in 
the use of the precious water. It was not 
long before the crops on the land grew 
less yigese , and finally they failed to 
be profitable.
